Pensions Held To 
Be Subject For 
Union Bargaining 


WASHINGTON, April 25.— W)— 
The supreme court held In effect 
today that employers must bargain 
with unions on worker pension 
plans. 


However, only companies sub- 
ject to federal laws— that is, firms 
whose goods cross state lines— arc 
affected. 
Likewise the unions in- 
volved must be eligible to use Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board ma- 
chinery. 


Such a decision already .had been 
handed down by the United States 
circuit court in Chicago In a case 
affecting the Inland Steel Com- 
pany.. Inand appealed to the high 
tribunal, contending among other 
things that It already has a com- 
papy-wldo pension system which 
would be destroyed by the effects 
of the decision. 


The supremo court refused 
to 
review the circuit com* ruling, 
thus letting it stand unchanged. 


The circuit court decision up- 
held a National Labor Board rul- 
ing that the company engaged In 
an unfair labor practice by refus- 
ing to negotiate with the • CIO 
United Steel Workers concerning 
Inland's pension plan. 


Along with the ruling on the 
pension plan issue, the circuit 
court upheld an NLRB finding that 
officials of the union must file 
non-Communist oaths before 
the 
board will require the company to 
begin bargaining on pensions.

Legislation to carry out President 
Truman's far-reaching health pro- 
gram was Introduced In congress 
today. 


The bill . calls for pay-tax 
In- 


surance to provide medical, hospit- 
al 'and dental care for about 120,- 
000,000 Americans at a sponsor-es- 
timated cost of around $6,000,000,- 
000 a year. 


The administration measure also 


would put Into effect all the other 
phases of Mr. Truman's plan. 


Federal Grants 


Those Include federal grants for 
medical education, hospital con- 
struction, 
public health services 
and research. The bill also author- 
izes an experimental program of 
federal aid to farmers' health co- 
operatives. A statement accompa- 
nying the bill was signed by Sena- 
tor Elbert D. Thomas (D-Utah), 
chairman of the senate labor and 
public welfare committee; by Sena- 
tors Murray (D-Mont.>, 
Wagner 
(D-NY), Pepper (D-Fla), Chavez 
(D-NM), Taylor (D-Idaho), 
Mc- 
Grath (D-RI), Humphrey (D-MInn) 
and by Reps. Dlngell 
(D-Mlch) 
and Biemiller (D-Wls.) 


Not a single Republican's name 
was on the list of sponsors. Some 
Republicans— as well as some Dem- 
ocrats—have branded the 
presi- 
dent's National Health 
program 
"socialized medicine." 


But the sponsors, in their joint 
statement, retorted that substitute 
"voluntary" plans backed by Sena- 
or Taft (R-Ohlo) and others travel 
'the sure road to socialized medi- 
cine."

The sponsors estimated the an- 
nual cost of the health program 
plan at about $6,000,000,000 a year 
most of which would come from a 
three percent tax on payrolls, split 
between worekars and employe.

The Indictment bore charges her 
with copying and removing secret 
documents from Justice Depart- 
ment files "with intent and reason 
to believe the informalon was to 
be used to the Injury of the United 
States and to the advantage of a 
foreign nation."

Official Of Britain's Embassy In 
Moscow Quits, Denounces England 


MOSCOW, April 25—(/JV-A Brit- 
ish embassy official Is quoted in 
the Communist party newspaper 
here as charging the British gov- 
ernment with preparing the British 
people "to be slaves of American 
masters." 
He was further quoted as say- 


In e- the Atlantic Fact is "a war 
bloc of Imperialist states" and that 
''the Soviet Union is the leading 
force in the struggle for peace." 


The official was identified by 
Pravda, the Communist newspa- 
per, as Archibald R, Johnston, ed- 
Itor-ln-chlef of the Russian Lan- 
guage newspaper Britanskl Soy- 
uznlk (British Ally), published by 
the British foreign office for dis- 
tribution in Russia. 
Pravda yesterday printed a leng- 
thy letter over Johnston's signa- 
ture. The letter declared the Brit- 
ish embassy was not'interested In 
Improving British-Soviet relations 
"but In fact does everything to 
worsen these relations." 
Johnston was quoted saying he 


had decided to remain In Russia 
to devote all of his "energy and 
talents to the question of peace." 


The British embassy began an 
investigation of the case but did
